Justin Rehberg, 19, and 
Nathan Rehberg, 20, each 
face charges of criminal ha¬ 
rassment, mischief, utter¬ 
ing threats and public 
incitement of hatred in re¬ 
lation to a cross-burning in¬ 
cident Feb. 21. 

Howe, who is black, and 
his fiancee, Michelle Lyons, 
who is white, looked out 
their window in Newport, 
Hants Co., 
and say they 
saw a burn¬ 
ing cross on 
their lawn 
with a noose 
on it. When 
Howe inves¬ 
tigated, he 
alleges racial Shayne Howe 
slurs were 
hurled at him. 

At yesterday’s bail hear¬ 
ing at provincial court in 
Windsor, the judge granted 
bail to the accused, with 
conditions. They include no 
contact with Howe, Lyons 
or their five children and a 
nightly curfew from 9 p.m. 
to 6 a.m. They also must re¬ 
side with their 
grandparents, who posted 
bail and live in nearby Gar¬ 
lands Crossing, Hants Co. 

“You tell me what kind of 
justice there is in that,” 
Howe said of the 
conditions.

Dartmouth An adult male 
is dead following a late af¬ 
ternoon fire yesterday at a 
Dartmouth apartment 
building. 

Firefighters were called 
to 112 Pinecrest Dr., just 
after 5 p.m., and according 
to Halifax Regional Fire 
platoon Chief Mike Black¬ 
burn, they encountered 
heavy smoke coming from 
one of the two third-floor 
apartments when they ar¬ 
rived. 

Blackburn said they 
quickly put out the fire, 
with one person found 
dead inside. 

Blackburn said “two 
people occupied the apart¬ 
ment,” but there were no 
other injuries. He 
wouldn’t say where the 
fire might have started or 
where the body was 
found. 

No other apartments in 
the building suffered dam¬ 
age, he said. 

The identity of the 
victim hasn’t been 
released. Halifax Regional 
Police issued a release last 
night only stating the vic¬ 
tim “is believed to be an 
adult male.” 

Both police and fire in¬ 
vestigators were 
investigating the blaze last 
evening.

No changes for cops 

Behind closed doors, HRM council votes to keep current system

The make-up of policing in 
HRM is staying the same. 

Halifax regional council 
voted to keep the integrat¬ 
ed services of the Halifax 
Regional Police and the 
RCMP in a closed-door 
meeting yesterday. 

Mayor Peter Kelly would¬ 
n’t share the exact results 
of the in-camera vote, but 
indicated an “overwhelm¬ 
ing majority” of council¬ 
lors supported maintain¬ 
ing the status quo. 

“(The issue) is one that 
is very divisive,” Kelly 
told reporters after the 
all-day meeting conclud¬ 
ed. “(But) after careful 
consideration, council en¬ 


dorsed the status quo.” 

Under the current sys¬ 
tem, the HRP services Hali¬ 
fax, Dartmouth and Bed¬ 
ford, while the RCMP pa¬ 
trol outlying areas such as 
and 


Cole Harbour 
Sackville. 

A report from the 1«ci H e 
Board of Police 
Commissioners, de¬ 
livered to council 
Monday, suggested 
several different 
models for policing 
in HRM. These in¬ 
cluded expanding 
HRP service to Cole 
Harbour and Lower 
Sackville, expanding the

recommended a fourth op¬ 
tion — handing all polic¬ 
ing duties in the munici¬ 
pality to the HRP. The re¬ 
port listed several advan¬ 
tages of this option, in¬ 
cluding financial savings, 
increased cohesion 
and the elimination 
of overhead. 

But after two days 
of discussion, coun¬ 
cil decided to stick 
with the current in¬ 
tegrated system. 

Police Commis¬ 
sion chair Russell 
Walker said “time 
will tell” if council’s 


RCMP service to the entire 
municipality, as well as 
maintaining the current 
integrated system. 

The police commission 


decision will hurt the mu¬ 
nicipality. 

“Council made a deci¬ 
sion and they’re going 
with the status quo,” he 
said. “That’s council’s deci¬ 


sion. They asked us to do a 
report and we did a re¬ 
port.” 

Halifax RCMP Supt. Dar¬ 
rell Beaton said in a release 
late yesterday he was veiy 
pleased with the outcome 
from council. 

“It has been a very 
lengthy and detailed exer¬ 
cise,” he said. 

“I am ... veiy pleased to 
see HRM council’s contin¬ 
ued support of the unique 
integrated policing model 
process, which brings to¬ 
gether the best practices 
and people of both organi¬ 
zations to the benefit of 
the communities we 
serve.”

Expense system revamped 


Parties back flurry of changes at board meeting 


MLAs jumped to cut every¬ 
thing but the kitchen sink 
from expense accounts 
yesterday at the first pub¬ 
lic meeting of the internal 
economy board. 

Among the changes, al¬ 
lowances MLAs claimed 
they used to fund hockey 
teams, donate to charities 
and help needy con¬ 
stituents with groceries and 
rent money were cut to a 
small fraction of their for¬ 
mer value. 

One unexpected NDP mo¬ 
tion cut a $1,050 per month 
non-receiptable allowance 
altogether. The Liberals had 
their own surprise proposal 
to drastically limit advertis¬ 
ing spending to 10 per cent 
of an MLA’s constituency 
budget. 

Eveiy motion brought up 
was supported unanimous¬ 
ly by all three parties. 

Liberal MLA Manning 
MacDonald said of his mo¬ 
tion that public money sup¬ 
porting the community 
should go through commu¬ 
nity services or emergency 
groups, not be doled out by 
politicians. He said MLAs 
were expected to use their 
advertising money to sup¬ 
port charities but that will 
have to change. 

“MLAs should not get 
elected on how much adver¬ 
tising they can put out 
there or how much they 
can donate, rather what 
kind of work they do in 
their constituency,” he said. 

Deputy Premier Frank 
Corbett said the changes 
could hurt some communi¬ 
ty groups and members but 
were necessary to restore 
public confidence. 

The glut of unexpected 
proposals sparked grum-

The mission was different 
but the homecoming had 
the same outpouring of 
love for crew members of 
the HMCS Halifax. 

On Jan. 14 the ship and 
its 225 crew members de¬ 
parted from Halifax har¬ 
bour for Haiti with no 
fixed return date, just two 
days after a massive earth¬ 
quake devastated the is¬ 
land nation. 

Dozens of families gath¬ 
ered on a Halifax dock 
yesterday morning, shak¬ 
ing off the biting cold 
wind while waving Cana¬ 
dian flags and welcome 
home signs. 

As the ship grew nearer 
children ran around excit¬ 
edly — and to stay warm 
— while a band played 
songs ranging from the 
Hockey Night in Canada 
theme to What Do You Do 
With A Drunken Sailor. 

“It’s been difficult. Very 
difficult. We had no 
preparation because it 
just happened so quickly,” 
Wendy Pearcey said as she 
waited for her husband 
Carl to get back. 

“It wasn’t a deployment 
where you know that 
they’re going for six 
months and you have a 
start date and an end date 
... But we’re very proud of 


the work they’ve done. 
Very proud.” 

Crew were swarmed by 
joyful friends and family as 
they stepped onto the 
dock. At a brief press con¬ 
ference officers spoke con¬ 
fidently of the work they 
did injacmel. 

“The city was pretty 
much at a standstill when 
we first got there. The 


first thing we did is we 
cleared the streets so we 
could facilitate the move¬ 
ment,” said Commander 
Josee Kurtz. 

“Then we moved on 
from there to food distri¬ 
bution, sanitation and wa¬ 
ter distribution.” 

Thanks to satellite TV 
crew members were able 
to catch the last few days 


of the Olympic Games on 
the way back home. Practi¬ 
cally the entire crew gath¬ 
ered in the mess hall for 
the gold medal match, 
where they saw Sidney 
Crosby score the overtime 
winner for Canada in 
men’s hockey.

The Board of Police Com¬ 
missioner’s report 
released last night 
revealed council debated 
four different models of 
policing in two days of 
closed door meetings this 
week. 

Option A was to main¬ 
tain the status quo, which 
was what council voted for. 
The report cited no disrup¬ 
tion in service, the urban 
expertise of Halifax Region¬ 
al Police, and the rural ex¬ 
pertise of the RCMP as ad¬ 
vantages. Disadvantages to 
maintaining this model, ac¬ 


cording to the report, in¬ 
clude the image of a divid¬ 
ed municipality and future 
uncertainty concerning 
federal contributions to the 
RCMP’s operating costs. 

Option B suggested ex¬ 
panding the HRP to Lower 
Sackville and Cole Har¬ 
bour, harmonizing the ur¬ 
ban and suburban cores, as 
well as reducing overhead 
costs. Disadvantages to this 
model, according to the re¬ 
port, include the possibility 
of impairing the relation¬ 
ship between HRP and the 
RCMP. 

Option C, which the 
board recommended, in¬ 
volved expanding the HRP 
to take over all policing du¬ 


ties in the municipality. 
This model was the best fi¬ 
nancial option, according 
to the report, and HRM 
would have greater control 
over policing operations 
and budgets. Disadvan¬ 
tages included the elimina¬ 
tion of the RCMP’s pres¬ 
ence and possible disrup¬ 
tion in effected communi¬ 
ties. 

Option D involved the 
takeover of policing duties 
in the HRM by the RCMP. 
This model had similar ad¬ 
vantages to option C but 
cited high transition costs, 
as well as reduced budget- 
aiy control and oversight 
for regional council as dis¬ 
advantages.

Energy Minister Bill Es- 
tabroolcs announced a 
$600,000 provincial contri¬ 
bution toward two new hy¬ 
brid Metro Transit buses 
yesterday. Halifax regional 
councillors, staff and media 
piled on to one of the buses 
to hear the announcement, 
and take a test ride around 
the block. 

The buses, which went in¬ 
to service yesterday, cost 
$1.3 million each. The 
province’s subsidy means 
HRM will hold a $2 million 
price tag for both. 

“(These buses are) further 
evidence to our continued 
commitment in developing 
a sustainable public transit 
system here in HRM,” said 
Pat Soanes, general manag¬ 
er of Metro Transit. 

Estabroolcs called the an¬ 
nouncement a good day for 
both the environment and 
HRM. 

“This hybrid bus can use 
up to 30 per cent less diesel 
than a traditional bus. That 
means on their own Metro 
Transit’s two hybrid buses 
could reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions by more than 
49 tonnes each year,” he

to be used on routes No. 1 
and No. 10. 

said. “In short, these very 
long buses present one of 
the best opportunities we 
have to use less fuel, save 
money, and reduce air pol¬ 
lution.” 

The province will moni¬ 
tor the emissions of the 
new buses for the next year 
and a half. Estabroolcs said 


if the buses achieve expecta¬ 
tions, he hopes they will 
represent a strong business 
case for more hybrid buses 
in HRM. 

Mayor Peter Kelly said the 
provincial contribution is 
“much appreciated.” 

“This is a direction that 
council has asked that we as 
an operation look in terms 
of reducing greenhouse gas¬ 
es, and making sure these 
are highly efficient for the 
downtown,” he said. “And 
these are that.”

Crime bills 
may flop in 
House of 
Commons 

politics The Conservative 
government may have 
won control of key 
committees after it 
prorogued Parliament, but 
that won’t guarantee con¬ 
trol of crime legislation 
when the House of 
Commons returns today. 

The opposition parties 
are offering no guarantees 
that more than a dozen 
law-and-order bills that 
died with prorogation will 
be automatically resusci¬ 
tated and fast-tracked. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s shutting down of 
Parliament in late Decem¬ 
ber killed the bills, some 
of which had already been 
debated in the Commons. 

Ending the 

parliamentary session ear¬ 
ly allowed Harper time to 
appoint more 
Conservative senators and 
win control of key Senate 
committees that had held 
up his government’s crime 
bills. 

Polls have shown that 
tougher crime legislation 
is popular with voters, par¬ 
ticularly women living in 
suburban ridings who 
commute to downtown ar¬ 
eas. Those women are a 
key demographic target 
for Conservative 
strategists. 

In the meantime, crimi¬ 
nologists almost 
unanimously agree that 
most crime is decreasing.

Kenney blocked gay rights 
in citizenship guide: Docs 


Citizenship and 
Immigration Minister 
Jason Kenney blocked any 
reference to gay rights in a 
new study guide for immi¬ 
grants applying for Canadi¬ 
an citizenship, The Canadi¬ 
an Press has learned. 

Internal documents show 
an early draft of the guide 
contained sections noting 
that homosexuality was de¬ 
criminalized in 1969; that 
the Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms forbids discrimi¬ 
nation based on sexual ori¬ 
entation; and that same-sex 


marriage was legalized na¬ 
tionally in 2005. 

But Kenney, who fought 
same-sex marriage when it 
was debated in Parliament, 
ordered those key sections 
removed when his office 
sent its comments to the de¬ 
partment last June. 

Senior department offi¬ 
cials duly cut out the mate¬ 
rial — but made a last-ditch 
plea with Kenney in early 
August to have it reinstated. 

“Recommend the re-in¬ 
sertion of the text boxes re¬ 
lated to ... the decriminal¬ 


ization of homosexual 
sex/recognition of same-sex 
marriage,” says a memoran¬ 
dum to Kenney from 
deputy minister Neil Yeates. 

“Recommend the addi¬ 
tion of ’equality rights’ un¬ 
der list of rights. Had noted 
earlier that this bullet 
should be reinserted into 
the list as a means of noting 
the equality of all based on 
race, gender, sexual orienta¬ 
tion etc...” 

In the end, however, Ken¬ 
ney’s view trumped that of 
the bureaucrats. The 63- 


page guide, released with 
fanfare last November, con¬ 
tains no mention of gay and 
lesbian rights.

Teen who got cousin 
pregnant sentenced 


courts A 19-year-old north¬ 
ern Ontario man who got 
his 13-year-old cousin preg¬ 
nant has been handed a 
jail sentence in a case the 
Crown prosecutor called 
one of the hardest she’s 
dealt with. 

In an interview from 
Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., 
Crown lawyer Nancy Kom- 
sa called the situation sad. 

“It’s a very difficult situa¬ 
tion — it’s probably one of 
the worst sentencings I’ve 
done,” Komsa said yester¬ 
day. 

“She’s pregnant and he’s 
in jail; I don’t know if 
that’s a situation that ei¬ 
ther of them planned or 
hoped for.” 

The older teen was con¬ 
victed yesterday of sexual 
assault after court heard 
the cousins had sex 47 
times over a two-month 
span last fall. He also 
pleaded guilty to charges 
of sexual interference and 
invitation to sexual touch¬ 
ing, both of which were 
stayed. 

Court heard the girl will¬ 
ingly had sex with the

Montreal A pair of 
teenage boys who alleged¬ 
ly passed themselves off as 
police officers to rob mo¬ 
torists, wound up 
receiving an unwanted vis¬ 
itor: The real police. 

The pair of 18-year-olds 
now face a host of charges, 
including impersonating a 
police officer, extortion, 
dangerous driving, utter¬ 
ing threats and theft. 

Police say it’s rare that 
someone would attempt 
such a brazen crime. 

Still, they’re urging peo¬ 
ple to ask for ID whenever 
anyone without a uniform 
approaches them, 
claiming to be a cop. 

For the past two weeks, 
the two Montreal men al¬ 
legedly pretended to be 
plainclothes policemen, 
stopping vehicles, and in 
one case, extorting money 
from the victim in 
exchange for saying they 
wouldn’t tow his car. 

Some people were also 
allegedly robbed of 
personal items after being 
approached by the youth.

Going back in history 

Scholars to analyze Irish slaughter from 1640s 


One of the most divisive 
and hotly disputed events 
in Irish history — the 1641 
killings of thousands of 
Protestant settlers by 
Catholic natives — is to be 
examined in forensic 
detail for the first time, re¬ 
searchers said yesterday. 

The scale of the blood¬ 
shed left communal scars 
for centuries. Protestants 
cited it as their basis for 
fearing and oppressing the 
natives, while Catholics in¬ 
sisted the historical record 
was grossly exaggerated to 
justify subsequent British 
repression in Ireland. 

Now, scholars from Ab¬ 
erdeen University in Scot¬ 
land and Trinity College 
Dublin will analyze and 
seek patterns in 20,000 
pages of statements from 
4,000 witnesses. 


Paisley retires 

• Ian Paisley, the hard-line 
Northern Ireland evangelist 
who led Protestants into 
power-sharing with 
Catholics, announced yes¬ 
terday he will retire from 
the British Parliament after 
a 40-year career. 

The 1642-1655 docu¬ 
ments, stored in Trinity’s 
historical archives since the 
1740s, have been converted 
over the past two years into 
digital form. Researchers 
now plan to dissect the lan¬ 
guage used and references 
to assailants, with the goal 
of separating truth from fic¬ 
tion and facts from artistic 
license. 

The lead researcher, Ab¬ 
erdeen language and lin¬ 


guistics expert Barbara Far¬ 
rell, said the scale of the 
1641 slaughter was cited as 
justification for when the 
English army of Oliver 
Cromwell invaded Ireland 
in the 1650s and killed na¬ 
tives without mercy. 

English parliamentaiy 
documents of the time 
claimed more than 200,000 
Protestants had been killed 
but Farrell said the most re¬ 
liable estimate today is that 
at least 4,000 died. 

Farrell said the research 
would determine whether 
survivor accounts written 
down by Cromwell’s fact¬ 
finders were accurate, exag¬ 
gerated or outright lies. She 
expressed confidence in 
finding evidence of the 
“manipulation” of some 
figures and events.

Authorities bust cyber-theft virus ring 


Botnets: Networks of infected PCs 


Spain Authorities have 
smashed one of the 
world’s biggest networks 
of virus-infected comput¬ 
ers, a data vacuum that 
stole credit cards and on¬ 
line banking credentials 
from as many as 12.7 mil¬ 
lion poisoned PCs. 

The “botnet” of infected 
computers included PCs in¬ 
side more than half of the 
Fortune 1,000 companies 
and more than 40 major 
banks, according to inves¬ 
tigators. 

Spanish investigators, 
working with private com¬ 
puter-security firms, have 
arrested the three alleged 
ringleaders of the so-called 


• Botnets are networks of in¬ 
fected PCs that have been hi¬ 
jacked from their owners, of¬ 
ten without their knowledge, 
and put into the control of 

Mariposa botnet, which ap¬ 
peared in December 2008 
and grew into one of the 
biggest weapons of cyber¬ 
crime. 

More arrests are expect¬ 
ed soon in other countries. 

The arrests are signifi¬ 
cant because the master¬ 
minds behind the biggest 
botnets aren’t often taken 
down. And the story of in¬ 


criminals. Linked together, the 
machines supply an enormous 
amount of computing power 
to spammers, identity thieves, 
and Internet attackers. 

vestigators’ hunt for them 
offers a rare glimpse at the 
tactics used to trace the 
origin of computer crimes. 

Also, the suspects go 
against the stereotype of 
genius programmers often 
associated with cyber 
crime. The suspects 
weren’t brilliant hackers 
but had underworld con¬ 
tacts who helped them 


build and operate the bot¬ 
net, Cesar Lorenza, a cap¬ 
tain with Spain’s Guardia 
Civil, which is investigat¬ 
ing the case, told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

“They’re not like these 
people are from the Russ¬ 
ian mafia or Eastern Euro¬ 
pean mafia who like to 
have sports cars and good 
watches and good suits — 
the most frightening thing 
is they are normal people 
who are earning a lot of 
money with cybercrime,” 
Lorenza said. 

The three suspects were 
described as Spanish citi¬ 
zens with no criminal

Germany overturns phone data law 


Berlin Germany’s highest 
court yesterday overturned 
a law allowing authorities 
to retain data on telephone 
calls and email traffic for 
help in tracking criminal 
networks. 

A law ordering data on 
calls and email exchanges 
be retained for six months 
for possible use by crimi¬ 
nal authorities violated 
Germans’ constitutional 
right to private correspon¬ 
dence and must be revised, 
the Federal Constitutional 
Court ruled. 

In its ruling, the court 
said the law failed to suffi¬ 


ciently balance the need 
for personal privacy 
against that for providing 
security, although it did 
not rule out data retention 
in principle. 

“The disputed instruc¬ 
tions neither provided a 
sufficient level of data se¬ 
curity, nor sufficiently lim¬ 
ited the possible uses of 
the data,” the court said. 

Nearly 35,000 Germans 
had appealed to the court 
to overturn the law, which 
stems from a 2006 Euro¬ 
pean Union anti-terrorism 
directive requiring tele¬ 
communications compa¬ 


nies to retain phone data 
and Internet logs for a 
minimum of six months in 
case they are needed for 
criminal investigations. 

The court upheld the EU 
directive, saying the prob¬ 
lem lay instead with how 
the German parliament 
chose to interpret it. 

Under the German law, 
which went into effect Jan. 
2008, information about 
all calls from mobile or 
landline phones was re¬ 
tained for six months, in¬ 
cluding who called whom, 
from where and for how

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Central bank 
keeps rates 
low for now 


The Bank of Canada is 
keeping interest rates at 
historic lows for a few 
more months, while send¬ 
ing out signals that the 
economy is rebounding 
strongly and could trigger 
inflationary pressures. 

The central bank’s more 
positive take on the econo¬ 
my followed a Statistics 
Canada report Monday of a 
surprising five per cent 
growth spurt in the fourth 
quarter of 2009 and sent a 
strong loonie even higher. 

“The level of economic 
activity in Canada has 
been slightly higher than 
the bank had projected in 
Januaiy,” the bank said yes¬ 
terday morning before 
markets opened. 

“The economy grew at 
an annual rate of five per 
cent in the fourth quarter 
of 2009, spurred by vigor¬ 
ous domestic spending and 
further recovery in ex¬ 
ports.” 

“Slightly higher” may be 
an understatement, as the 
bank had projected growth 
of only 3.3 per cent for the 
last three months of 2009. 

The bank also noted that 
“core inflation” has been 
slightly firmer than pro¬ 
jected, although it added

National Engineering 
Month is focusing on youth 
this March, exploring how 
the children of today will 
“design the future” of 
tomorrow. 

“Engineering is a draw 
for young people simply 
due to the fact that there 
are so many things that one 
can do and achieve as an en¬ 
gineer,” NEM’s chief execu¬ 
tive officer Chantal Guay 
said in an email interview. 
“Young people are generally 
enthusiastic and full of life, 
having a desire to con¬ 
tribute and make a differ¬ 
ence in the world.” 

Events across Canada will 
target kids aged eight to 14, 
showing them how modern 
engineering offers careers 
in software, civil engineer¬ 
ing, mechanical engineer¬ 
ing, agriculture and

forestry. Guay said good 
grades in high school math 
and science are important, 
but engineering also re¬ 
quires creativity, imagina¬ 
tion and communication 
skills. 

“Not only are engineers 
contributing to the well-be¬ 
ing of society and the pub¬ 
lic’s quality of life, we are 
part of the solution to the 
challenges facing the coun¬ 
try,” Guay added. “Our work 
goes a long way to ensure 
that, for instance, the pub¬ 
lic is provided with sustain¬ 
able infrastructure and has 
the adequate technologies 
and the means to adapt to 
climate change.” 

Engineers can also swing 


into action to provide 
much-needed help when 
disasters strike, such as the 
January earthquake in 
Haiti, or the more recent 
earthquake in Chile. 

“Engineers’ work shapes 
the way we live, work and 
play, and students can see 
what they can do in the ex¬ 
citing world of engineering 
by participating in National 
Engineering Month activi¬ 
ties,” Guay said. 

Bruce Dunwoody, associ¬ 
ate dean for engineering 
programs at the University 
of British Columbia, said 
young people drawn to en¬ 
gineering are strong in 
math and science and want 
to physically do something 
that makes a difference. 

“They feel that through 


engineering they can have 
an impact on the world and 
help other people,” he said. 
He pointed to Engineers 
Without Borders and a stu¬ 
dent who spent his summer 
in Africa teaching villagers 
how to maintain earthen 
dams. Others have devel¬ 
oped and install a “multi¬ 
functional platform,” a 
diesel engine that can work 
as a water pump or flour 
grinder in poorer villages. 

“We see students who are 
keen on the environmental 
side, but we also see stu¬ 
dents who are drawn to me¬ 
chanical engineering — the 
ships and planes and cars,” 
Dunwoody said. “There’s a 
lot of potential, a lot of flex¬ 
ibility and a lot of chal¬ 
lenges in the job.” 


In the Den and life, the 
risk averse rarely succeed 



B rett Wilson has 
handed out mil¬ 
lions of dollars on 
Dragons’ Den. The 
Saskatchewan 
born entrepreneur made a 
fortune in the oil and gas 
business, starting his own 
Calgary-based investment 
firm back in the ‘90s. And 
now he’s become the deal¬ 
making king on the CBC re¬ 
ality show, where cash-hun¬ 
gry entrepreneurs pitch for 
investment money. 

But Brett’s willingness to 
take a chance on people has 
earned him ridicule at 
times from the other Drag¬ 
ons, who appear to believe 
Brett is a softie in terms of 
needing a solid financial re¬ 
turn on his investments. 

“Sounds like a deal for 
Brett,” one of the other 
Dragons will sometimes 
snicker, when faced with a 
weak pitcher. 

I think Brett is a softie — 
in a good way! 

“I get a return in my 
heart when I’m able to help 
someone step up their life,” 
he told me, talking about 
the happiness he’s seen on 
people’s faces when he’s de¬ 
livered a cheque made out 
to their business venture. 

But there’s more to Brett 
Wilson than heart. This son 


of a car salesman didn’t get 
a mansion, a jet-setting 
lifestyle and the ability to 
play in any industry he 
wants by being soft in the 
head. Brett has the guts to 
play the odds. 

“I know I don’t have to 
pick a winner every time,” 
he says. “I know that out of 
20 investments, 17 or 18 
may not pay off. Two or 
three may carry the weight 
of all of them. And I’m quite 
comfortable with that.” 

He makes sense. Even in 
our own working live, we 
all know that we can’t 
count on 100 per cent suc¬ 
cess in everything we do. 
And no one ever got ahead 
by playing it safe every step 
of the way. We have to take 
a chance sometimes, 
stretch ourselves a bit — 
hoping there’s someone 
like Brett around, who is 
willing to look at the posi¬ 
tives. 

He’s done that with his 
hiring policies also, saying 
he’s willing to give good 
people a second chance — 
once deciding to employ 
someone who was fresh out 
of rehab for cocaine. 

“I’m not afraid of people 
who’ve made a mistake,” 
says Brett. “They have likely 
learned from it.” 

Maybe it’s because he’s 
been given the benefit of 
the doubt too at times. 

“Certainly in my first job, 
they took a chance on me,” 
he says.

BMW is launching a high¬ 
er performance version of 
the 20113351* Coupe and 
Convertible, dubbed the 
335 is, in Canada and the 
US only. Huh? Usually the 
Europeans get all the fun 
stuff, so what’s up? 

Apparently North Ameri¬ 
cans buy a much higher 
percentage of hi-perfor- 
mance 3 Series (335i and 
M3) than Europeans, and 
since many here have their 
cars modified, a factory 
tuner version of the 335i 
was a viable consideration. 

The current BMW 3 Se¬ 
ries, which was launched as 
a 2006 model, sees a refresh 
for 2011, getting a new 
hood and fascia, recon¬ 


toured grill, headlights with 
LED “corona rings” and eye¬ 
brows, reshaped side sills 
and LED taillights. You’ll 
know the hotter 335is mod¬ 
el by its black kidney grills, 
aggressive M Sport fascia, 
side skirts, high-gloss black 
mirrors and 5-spoke ferric 
grey 18” alloys. 

Power is up 20 horses to 
320 and torque jumps from 
300 to 332 lb .-ft., available 
from 1500 to 5000 r.p.m. 
There is an additional seven 
second overboost of 370 lb.- 
ft. should your Reebok hit 
the firewall. 

A few hours of track time 
at the famed Estoril race¬ 
track in Portugal proved the 
335is Coupe to be excep¬ 
tionally well balanced, com¬ 
municative and very swift. 
Where this power comes 
from makes for an interest¬ 


ing and slightly convoluted 
tale. 

All 2011 335i models,

Cancun re-claims spring break crown 

Lower priced all-inclusive options driving 2010 recovery for gutted Mexican tourism industry 





Mexico’s spring break king 
— Cancun — is 
rebounding quickly from 
last year’s triple blow to 
its tourism industry 
caused by the country’s 
swine flu epidemic, drug 
violence and a global eco¬ 
nomic crisis. 

Those worries couldn’t 
compete this year against 
Mexico’s cheap airfare 
from the United States and 
Canada and phenomenal 
package deals that include 
popular all-you-can-drink 
enticements. 

Februaiy saw 85 per cent 
of its 28,000 rooms filled, a 
sign of Cancun’s speedy re¬ 
covery from 2009, when 
one million fewer visitors 
came than in a typical 
year. The relatively high 
occupancy seen in Febru¬ 
ary is expected to go even 
higher in March when 
more universities are on 
spring break. “We’re back 
to normal levels after hav¬ 
ing seen tourism practical¬ 
ly paralyzed last year,” said 
Quintana Roo state assis¬ 
tant tourism secretary 
Dario Flota. 

At the sprawling, palm- 
tree packed Oasis Hotel, a 
popular spot with spring 
breakers, visitors from the 
U.S. Midwest and Canada 
looking to shake the chill 
from a usually brutal win¬ 
ter dotted the beach where 
some took photos with 
monkeys while others 
danced to music pumped 
out from gigantic speakers. 

Emma Duranti, a 20- 
year-old science major at 
Queens University in 
Kingston, Ont., decided to 
come to Cancun after com¬ 
paring it to Jamaica and 
finding a better deal. 

Duranti said she paid 
$1,040 for a seven-day, all- 
inclusive trip. 

“I was expect¬ 
ing a good par¬ 
ty but it went 
above and be¬ 
yond,” said I 
Duranti 
while sun¬ 
bathing with 
two other 
friends on the 
beach of the Oasis 
Hotel. 

“There is always a party 
on the beach and you can 
party all day and party all 
night.”

nations across 
the country are 
seeing tourists re¬ 
turn, despite a U.S. 
travel alert warning Ameri¬ 
cans to stay away from 
some parts, mostly in the 
northern border states, be¬ 
cause of drug violence. 

Lonely Planet’s U.S. 
staff’s top 10 list for 2010 
put Mexico as the No. 4 


destination for the new 
year, declaring that “H1N1 
is so 2009” and that Mexi¬ 
co is “still a good bargain, 
easy to get to for most 
Americans” — giving a 
much-needed endorse¬ 
ment for Mexico’s third 
largest source of foreign in¬ 
come. Tourism all but 
came to a halt in April 
2009 when fear over the 
swine flu epidemic virtual¬ 
ly paralyzed Mexico, forc¬ 
ing the closure of schools, 
restaurants and archaeo¬ 
logical sites and restricted 
air travel to Mexico from 
some countries. Mexico’s 
revenue from foreign 
tourism dropped 15 per 
cent to $11.3 billion from 
$13.3 billion in 2008, ac¬ 
cording to the Tourism De¬ 
partment.

New Zealand wine thriving 

Lush landscape offers perfect backdrop for sipping Sauvignon

Some of the finest world’s 
finest Sauvignon Blanc 
vines were literally stolen 
from France and used to 
establish New Zealand’s 
now booming wine indus¬ 
try. 

The French haven’t for¬ 
gotten and keep a wary 
eye on the antipodean up¬ 
start that now claims to 
make the best “savvy” in 
the world. 

So when I asked Brett 
Bermingham if his over¬ 
familiar reference to 
great variety annoyed 
the French, his re¬ 
sponse, “why else 
would we do it?” was 
as predictable as the 
quality of the wine 
that he makes. 

Brett is an assis¬ 
tant wine maker at 
Nautilus wineiy in 
Marlborough, South 
Island’s Sauvignon 
Blanc heartland. 

He learnt his trade 
at Cloudy Bay wineiy 
just down the road 


The 


New Zealand coast boasts views that stretch the imagination for miles. 


before joining 
Nautilus five short 
ago. 

As Brett was 
showing me 
around the win¬ 
ery on a balmy 
January morning, 
accompanied by 
what I can only 
describe as a “gen¬ 
erous” tasting of 
sauvignon and 
pinot vintages, it 
was easy to imag¬ 


ine that the life of a wine 
maker was one of uninter¬ 
rupted Baccanalian hedo¬ 
nism. 

Not the case. Nautilus is 
as much the product of sci¬ 
ence and money — the 
firm having spent millions 
of dollars on automating 
the process with state-of- 
the-art equipment for de- 
juicing, decanting, fer¬ 
menting and storing and 
Brett is so obsessed with 
the science that during the 


six-week harvesting win¬ 
dow Brett sometimes char¬ 
ters a helicopter to sit over 
the vineyard and create a 
downdraft to disperse cold 
air. 

But as Brett puts it, “It’s 
not the technology or the 
clone, and it’s not even our 
skill and hard work that is 
rattling the French. It’s the 
Marlborough climate that 
makes our wines distinc¬ 
tive, and the French can’t 
copy that.”

Twenty-five years after his 
first feature film (Pee- 
wee’s Big Adventure) 
director Tim Burton has 
continued to defy catego¬ 
rization, delving into ani¬ 
mation, comic books, mu¬ 
sicals and ghost stories. 

But one thing has re¬ 
mained constant: his focus 
on outsiders, from Pee-wee 
to Sweeney Todd to Batman 
to Beetlejuice. And in Dis¬ 
ney’s big-budget, 3-D Alice 
in Wonderland, Burton 
takes on one of literature’s 
ultimate outsiders. Burton 
sat down with Metro to talk 
about growing pains, going

You look at Tom Pet¬ 
ty videos and Jefferson Air¬ 
plane and all these illustra¬ 
tors. It keeps coming up in 
other people’s work. 


What was the 
thinking behind 
the idea of making 
Alice older? 



The idea was setting 
her at this time in 
life when when you 
just don’t feel right. You 
feel awkward. You don’t 



feel like a child, you don’t 
feel like an adult. It just felt 
really right from a psycho¬ 
logical point of view. 

How do you think 
Alice fits in with 
your history of out¬ 
sider characters? 

It’s more internal 
and more quiet, but 
I understood her in 
the sense of feeling that 
awkwardness at that time 
of life. It’s kind of sad, actu¬ 
ally. You don’t really fit one 
way or another. There’s that 
melancholy, and I related to 
that. You don’t have to be a 
boy or a girl to have those 
feelings. It’s universal. 

What brought 
about the decision 
to make this in 3-D? 

It was presented to 
me. Disney said 
what about Alice in 
Wonderland in 3-D? The 
combination of the two, 
that hit me. It’s not a gim¬ 
mick. For me, it’s just an¬ 
other element. You could 
do My Dinner with Andre 
in 3-D. It doesn’t have to be 
in your face. It can be sub¬ 
tle. The medium is impor¬ 
tant. I held out for 10 years 
for Nightmare Before 
Christmas so it could be 
stop-motion. I could’ve 
done it in cell animation or 
other things, but that felt 
right. Ed Wood felt right to 
shoot in black and white. 
Because of the trippy na¬ 
ture of Alice and because of 
the spatial thing and how 
3-D draws you into it, it just 
seemed to fit.

2 packs frozen cooked 
seafood mix 

3 tbsp (45 mL) ricotta 
cheese 

1 oz (30 g) fresh flat-leaf 
parsley, roughly chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Coolc linguine according 
to pack instructions, until 
al dente. 

2. While pasta is cooking, 
heat oil in frying pan. Add 
garlic, then stir in wine. 
Simmer 1 minute; stir in
